Dean MacMillan States McGill Serves 
Not ' Only This Continent 
Bat the World 

Two hundred yenrs ago loday, in tlic city of Glasgow, was 
bom » ciiild destined to become one of tiic earliest benefactors of 
education in America. This was James jNIcGill, who, though bom 
in comparative obscurity, became founder of one of the first in- 
clitutions of learning on the continent, ^IcGill University. Small

founder to a position in which 
It can graduate G51 students, as 
of last year. 

The history of the {ounder is best 
given by Dr. Cyrus MacMillan, 
Sean of Arts and Science, and the 
University historian. James McGill 
was born on Oct. 6, 1744, and for a 
while studied at Glaîgow Univer- 
sity. Some time after leaving the 
university, he departed from his

native land and set out for the New 
AVorld. Exactly when he arrived is 
not a known fact, but it is under- 
stood that he landed on the shores 
of the United States aboui 1770, in 
the company of a large group of 
Scottish emigrants. Pushing to the 
frontier, he engaged In fur-trading, 
and after a short stay, crossed the 
northern border to Canada. Settling 
in Montreal, he became connected 
with the North-Wesl Trading Com- 
pany, and later became brigadier- 
general and Commander of the 
Montreal Militia. 

After a number of years in busi- 
ness, he realized the need for an 
educational institute for English- 
speaking residents of Montreal, and 
donated his summer residencé, 
Bumside House, as the first build- 
ing of the University. It served 
for many years as the principal's 
residence until It's demolition in 
1860. In addition to the house, 
James McGill left a bequest of 10, 
000 pounds. In 1821. a charter was 
granted, and on June 24, 1829, the 
University was formally opened in 
Burnsldc House. 

To quote Dean MacMillan, "The 
dreams of our founder have al- 
ready been fulfilled. McGill is con 
tributing more notably 'than ever 
hcfore, not only to the scholarship, 
the enlightenment and the enrich- 
ment of our national life, but to 
world 'Federation through Educa 
tion' it serves Canada but it also 
Continued on.

Principal Wallace 
Requests Change 
In Initiation Policy 

Dr. Wallace, Principal of Queen's 
University, stated that he thought 
the methods of Introducing fresh- 
men to the school were old-fashion- 
ed and should be changed. He made 
this statement in answer to a ques- 
tion of the editor of the journal 
concerning the problem of Initiat- 
ing new students. Continuing, he 
commented that sophomore, who up 
to now had charge of this proce- 
dure, had shown no wisdom or 
foresightcdness in performing their 
duties. He referred not to the eve- 
ning receptions, but to the custom 
of making the students appear 
ludricous by modes of dress and 
behaviour, and suggested - that it 
was an example of mass cowardice, 
since no single sophomore would 
ask a single freshmen to stibmit to 
such puerilities. 

It was fitting that new students 
should wear Queen's colours and 
obserVir'r^eertaln- soclal-restrletlohs 
but that it was in lio way fitting 
that they should be objects of ridi- 
cule to passersby, Dr. Wallace add- 
ed. If this display were needed to 
help develop Queen's spirit, Ihere 
must be something sadly lacking in 
that spirit, he said. 

The Principal further commented 
that this was an opportunity to 
think constructively on the matter 
of introducing new students to 
Quen's, and that this thinking 
should come most effectively from 
responsible students who would be 
willingly helped by administrative 
officers.

Seven million dollars in en- 
dowments was raised between 
December und March (1943), 
slated Dr. F. Cyril James, in his 
llcport to the Board of Gover- 
nors. Tiiis was due to the efforts 
of the ' Financial Exploration 
Committee, he added. Mr. McCon- 
nell was the Committee's chairman. 

In May 1944, continued Dr. Jumcs, 
the total endowments of the Uni- 
versity, other than land and build- 
ings, stooa at $24,202,28!). 

The development of teaching and 
research activities were facilitated 
by these financial factors. "It is 
the quality of its teachers,,^ stated 
Dr. James, that determines a Uni- 
versity". Therefore a higher salary 
scale for all full-time members of 
the teaching staff was Instituted. 
•ON ACTIVE SERVICE 

4814 McGill men and women are 
on active service, continued Dr. 
James. 846 are In the Reserve army 
or in civilian service. This makes 
a' total of 5,660. 224 McGIU men 
are dead or missing. 

The training of officers, added 
Dr. James, is no longer carried on 
at the University. The COTC," UATC, 
UNTD, and WSTP, have Jointly 
provided for the military training 
of all able bodied male undergrad- 
uates. In view of a petition prcscnt- 
ed^lasl year, the District CO. de- 
cided, that all those who had satis- 
faclorily ..completed [ two years of 
training, :,shoiild.;; be pennltted to 
parade fdr'oné^boûr'à week only. 



The aggregate enrolment for the 
past session, was of 2,250 men, and 
1,312 women, stated Dr. James. The 
Increase over last year was due' 
mainly to the Army Course. Also 
present at the University, were 161 
students from the British West 
Indies, who, in normal times, would 
probably have studied in Britain. 

The students carried on their 
activiUes well, added Dr. James. Ail 
the clubs are being kept going; al- 
though with a smaller membership. 
"Special mention," it was stated, 
"should also be made of the high 
quality of student leadership on 
tho campus during the past year." 
And, he added, "the policy of stu- 
dent representation on several of 
the Senate Committees has proved 
an outstanding success. 

Arts and Science 
Dr. James stressed the importance 
of the Faculty of Arts and Science, 
in "keeping the ideal constantly 
before us". This faculty celebrated 
its centennary last year. 

A professor of Geography, has 
been appointed to it, added Dr. 
James. The French and Spanish de- 
partments have been merged Into 
one departmenrof "Romance Lan- 
guages". The Summer Session has 
been continued. 

Tropical Medicine 
A course in Tropical Medicine has 
been developed In ' the Medical 
Faculty. Progress has been made in 
the School of Physiotherapy, Dr. 
Jnmcs announced. The University 
, will, at its own expense, enlarge 



the operational, radiological, and 
other facilities of the overcrowded 
Montreal Neurological Institute, he 
added. 

Clinical faclitics at the Allan 
Memorial Institute arc already In 
use for the study of Psychiatry. 
There will be a substantial increase 
in the amount of undergraduate 
teaching In this field, continued Dr. 
James. 

The accelerated program of train- 
ing, in the Faculty of Medicine, has 
been discontinued. This program 
was instituted three years ago. The 
whole program, staled Dr. James, 
was a self-sacrificing contribution 
to the war effort, on the part of the 
staff and students. 

Chinese Scholarships 

Four Chinese Medical Scholar- 
ships have been instituted, said Dr. 
James. They are for the use of 
Chinese doctors wishing to do post 
graduate work and willing to rc 
turn to China at the completion of 
their studies. 

The adult education has been In* 
creased also, he added. ' 

Suggestions were advanced,' con- 
tinued thé Principal, to Increase 
coursés In all faculties, to ' créate 
new students' residences, gymnasi- 
um facilities, a new Union, and a 
greater number of scholarships. 

Three hundrded and forty-four 
undergraduates received awards 
totalling $75,628! Ninety-one grad- 
uates,' working at McGIU, and at 
other Universities, received $168,- 
663 In awards. ' . ' ^' .

^Law, who have completed their 
work as a result of attending 
summer sessions. Degrees in 
Jlcdicine arc being conferred on 
tliosc students who graduated 
Inst July as a result of the war- 
time accelerated course. Post- 
graduate degrees will be received 
by those who have completed 
their research this summer. One 
Nursing Certificate will also bo 
awarded.

Mayor at City Hall, will proceed to 
the former residence of James Mc- 
Gill, on Notre Dame istreet East, 
where the Mayor will unveil a 
plaque in the founder's honour at 
12 noon.

A company of the Canadian Gre- 
nadier Guards, which is descended 
from the First Montreal Militia of 
which James McGill was a Colonel, 
together with the band of that regi- 
ment, will mount a guard of honor 
at the tomb in front of the Arts 
Building at 3 p.m.

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A Perspective 

The Principal's Annual Report once again 
affords the interested student a perspective of 
the University's activities, soundly backed by 
facts and figures. It is the report of & successful 
year: financially in the six million dollar en- 
dowments actually paid, and administratively 
in the progress of the teaching and research 
facilities, among which may be listed the 
appointment of & professor of geography, the 
final developinent of a course in Tropical Medi- 
cine, the increased enrolment in the School of 
Physiotherapy, the nearly full operation of Uie 
Department of Psychiatry, the decision to en- 
large the operative, radiological and other facil- 
ities within the Montreal Neurological Institute, 
and other developments of equal importance. 

It is 8 forward-looking report: the Principal 
foresees "the immediate post-war problem [of] 
accommodating a larger number of students 
than wo have ever had in the past," owing to 
the eligibility of veterans, if academically, quali- 
fied within fifteen months of demobilization, "to 
pursue university course at the e.\pense of the 
government for a period equal to the duration 
of their active service." 

It is a forward looking report, because it de- 
lails the activities of the Committee on Needs, 
a body which gathered together a series of com- 
prehensive suggestions requiring, according to 
Dr. James, "for their realization an increase of 
something like forty million dollars in our en- 
dowments." These proposals are, of course, long- 
range, whereas the salary appropriations for the 
teaching staff were wisely covered by four out 
of the six million recently raised. First thing? 
firstr-beforè a university such as McGill spends 
any money on rounding out its functions, it 
ehould, as was done this year, guarantee itself 
a teaching staff ever increasing in quality. The 
first practical way of accomplishing this is as- 
suring adequate salaries. 

As far as students are concerned, Dr. James 
states the main problem simply and clearly: 
"We need a larger number of scholarships, and 
we also need scholarships larger in amount than 
any of those now availablè . . ." During the 
past session, 344 undergraduates received awards 
totalling $75,628. This is considerable, but it is 
not enough; in additiop, it is wrong that stu- 
denta who need this assistance should have to 
forego many college activities in order to con- 

2r'|f?,'^o«ntrato OQ winning the- high marks which are 
necessary to obtain the awards. The solution 
to the problem is a far-reaching national pro- 
gram, whereby studenta of the required intèlli- 

x.v, 8ence arc chosen without regard to any other 
but the most pertinent qualifications, to go to 
college without, in Dr. James' words, "imposing 
on their parents any financial burdens for 
. tuition fees or costa of board and residence." 
Were such a program in force today, there would 
and could not be any of the general public's 
BomeUmes justified suspicion that university 
atudènta arè getting away with soniething in war 
time. It would not bo necessary, if the country's 
youth were sieved out as regards their pos\.high- 
school education and training, to makè any 
apologies whatsoever for the privilege of going 
to university. The most intelligent and promis- 
ing would quite naturally take their place whera 
they would most obviously benefit their ooun- 
tiy; aad that would be an end of it

Views and Reviews 



To those readers of the Daily who were at McGlU 
last" year, the title of this column may not be un- 
familiar; some of them may even be acquainted with 
the general drift of iU contents. For those to whom 
it is entirely new, I shall merely summarize by 
saying that one of ils main objectives is to stimulate 
interest in the many provoeaUve approaches, espa* 
dally the social and the psychologleal, opened by 
modem criticism. It Is an unfortunate fact that these 
approaches, which have been current for several 
décades and have become commonplace but indis- 
pensable methods to the whole world of modem 
thought!- iîre'stUI strangers and suspects op the uni- 
versity eampiiis. 

As for the general material dealt wUh in these 
articles, it may 11a in any field of cultural thought 
or expression. This would suffice to outline my 
general purpose. As a matter of fact, one of Uie 
reasons why I have retained the name which the 
colunin bore formerly is that I wish to avoid re- 
peating any more than is essential of the material 
used' last year. Though obviously I shall have to 
make my articles comprehensible in themselves, there 
may crop up points which I elucidated at length last 
year, and which could not be defined again wltlioul 
taking up half the space at my disposal. In these 
cases, where anyoni^inds my terminology employed 
In an unexpected fashion. I shall be happy to give 
any explanaUons requested, or references -to Daib' 
files, if anyone is anxious enough to look them up. 

In general, however, I am presupposing a certain 
familiarity with .the, elementary trends of modern 
thought on the part iot, thorn who wlU read these 
essays. This will permit' me to continue to & more 
detailed and precise analysis of some of the broad 
subjects broached last year, So that if not for the. 
reasons stated above, some other more serious and 
less popular title than "Views and Reviews" might 
have been appropriate for this yéar's column. 

One point which I cannot emphasize too often, 
but which should be remembered In May naore than 
In October, Is that one mtut not succumb to 'the 
scholastic atmosphere. The outline of this series \yas 
sketched outside that atmosphere: and i ahould like, 
if possible, that" it be approached with an appropri- 
ate attitude. That is to say. t wrote It at a t|me 
when I could read one book a month. If I felt like 
it, strictly of my own choice: ànd really live that 
book. Instead of being obliged to absorb huge quan- 
tities of calendar-Iniiposed writings when and whether 
I fèlt like it or not The result of the latter ap* 
proach is that one builds itp.U,inlqd*woirld> over- 
crowded with (of necessity) undigested eiiitufe, and 
partially loses conUct with life, thereby defeating 
the purpoie of culture UseU. Culture must be taken 
as It comes, and "cramming" wiU. only spoil one's 
whole mental digestion, while not engendering a 
single real thought So that I ahould be happy if 
anyona who reads this column were to approach it, 
not as a re-hash of t course of study, but as an 
attesopt to derail other people, as well as myself, 
fro m the "cram" road to culture.

Intercollegiate track and field competition had been forced 
to the sidelines for the past five years duo to war conditions. This 

year the Athletics board has at»* 

tempted to revive the old inter- 
school sporting interest with the 
resumption of track and field 
competition by long distance 
telegraph. 

The method by which the meet 
U to ba held Ii clear and almple. 
Both universities will hold their 
respective track and field events on 
the lame afternoon. The perform- 
ance! of the two beat men of each 
event from ' each college will be 
wired and recorded. These results 
will be scored by the citabllshed 
intercollegiate ruici; that \b, five 
points for first place and three, 
two, and one point being awarded 
for second, third and fourth places 
respectively. 

Nucleus Remains 

Coach Van Wagner is reported 
to be seeking all interested track 
or field athletes who possess abil- 
ity, both for this meet and other 
competitions to be held In the 
future. The coach will be present 
every day at the Gym to meet pes- 
sible contestants for the events. 
Only the nucleus of last year's ^> 
cellent track team remains, and 
Mr. Van AVagncr has been seeking 
able replacements in order tn 
mould another championship team. 

The events to be held on the day 
of the meet, arc announced as fol- 
lows:— lOO, 220, 440 and 880 yards; 
one mile; two miles; 120 yards low 
hurdles;- pole-vaiilt; high - Jump; 
broad Jump; 12 pound shot put; dis- 
cus throw and javelin throw. 

The Athletics board staled that 
this meet will be held on an inter- 
faculty basis as well. Letters will 
be awarded to those contestants 
Who score one first place or two 
seconds. 

McGIII Leads 

According to the records of the 
former pre-war track meets held 
amongst Canadian colleges, McGlU 
has won approximately three times 
as many meets as Varsity, However 
the Blue and White have twice the

Those Interested in track and 
field have been urged by Coach 
Van Wagner to report as soon as 
possible at the Gym as practices 
are slated to commence In the very 
near future.

The new lecturer, H. Carl Gold* 
cnberg, B.A., M.A., B.C.L., was 
educated at McGill University grad- 
uating as a Gold Medallist in Law 
in 1B32; he was called to the Que- 
bec Bar io the same year. At that 
time he started his practise in 
Montreal and was for the following 
four years Sessional Lecturer m 
Economics and Folilical Science In 
McGIII University. 

Mr. Goldenberg was the arbitra- 
tor in several^local labour disputes, 
and as a special Federal Commis- 
sioner settled the strike- of the 
Montreal Tramways employees In 
March. 1843. Having served as spe- 
cial adviser on various provincial 
enterprises including the Rowcll- 
Sirols Commission, 1937*38, he was 
appointed to Canada's war 'orgahi- 
zation in September, 1940, and at 
present occupies executive positions 
in the Dept. of Munitions and Sup- 
ply, N.S.S. and the Government's 
Man-Power Survey Committee.
